On 
a peaceful, clear day the tribe could look into the lucid water and see 
Manitou smiling up at them. Manitou’s reflection helped the tribe look 
back on their memories with the Great Spirit and gain the strength 
to continue on without him.

Shs school has been a progression of white lined pages, a symphony 
of sorts when gearing minds met scratching pencils.
